Now, as­ 
suming that It was, aro tbe laws now 
io existence adequate to prevent ib is} 
If not, w ill there be sufficient human 
ingenuity to frume new laws to meet 
tba situation? And If new laws are en­ 
acted that meet tbe necessities of tbo 
case, w ill they really prevent tbe com­ 
bination? These are tbe riddles to he 
solved. 
A distinction Is sometime* nought to 
b* drawn between -trust*." so called, 
and enormous -corporations combining 
competitor*, bat ns far as tbe public 
Is concerned 
this differentiation 
1* 
merely n piny on words. It Is imma 
filia l to tbe public whether the combi­ 
nation In doing bualnenn na a trust or 
under corporate form. 
Whether trusts and combinations are 
or are not hurtful or whether laws for 
tbelr suppression should or should not 
be enacted Is not within tbe ecope of 
the present discussion. The vital ques­ 
tion is, assuming tin t this Is tt combi­ 
nation, w ill it be stopped—not whether 
It oogbt to be, but w ill It be? 
When trusts were first “ Invented*’ 
the public looked upon them as boniblv 
monsters designed to Impoverish If not 
to devour tbe people. 
It was prophe­ 
sied that every economic HI would 
coma from them 
Therefore almost at* 
cry lover of bla people racked bis brain 
to evolve some means or measure to 
prevent or suppress them, as every 
good cltlxeu would endea vor to prevent 
.or .put down a |ie*tHence. 
Tbe great 
danger anticipated waa the raising of 
prices ami tbuw forcing tbe consumer 
to pay outrageously for bis neceaaarte*. 
la w » were enacted in every stale and 
by the federal govern,meat to extermi­ 
nate combinations tending to raise 
prices 
If s law were found weak, a 
stronger and more stringent one was 
put In Its place, but all Hits bore ro 
fruit that was gat hers Me. Then It was 
■aid that tire danger was not so mod» 
with combination» tending to elevate 
prices as with those tending to redoes 
them. and «tins frees# out competition. 
Tbe legislative gun* and cannon* wen 
trained on that sort of combinations 
bnt still wfthont any result. 
In flu 
face of all this leglslatteii, tbe most bit 
ter. vitriolic and drastic that the law ­ 
makers could devise, trusts have multi 
pllvo and grown beyond tin- wildest 
dream of the ’’fattier of trusts” who 
ever tie in ay be. 
Today there is go 
place In this country where they find 
any real difficulty In doing business. 
One might from tbe foregoing jump 
to (be conclusion that the courts have 
cam*' under tbe shadow of corpora to 
influence and have favored trusts and 
combination* by failing to give Jodi­ 
da I an net ion to the legislative enact­ 
ments or by placing obstacles fn tbe 
way of the enforcement of the leglsla* 
itv e wilt, but not so 
In almost every 
state the pronouncements of tbe courts 
79« 4 1 3 i against trusts bnva been radical, with 
No. S 
decrees intended to bt destructive. But 
j the trusts seem to bsv# found tba jttdi- 
j Hal poison tleslgned to accomplish tbeir 
death fattening food.

The highest court of Texas forfeited 
tbe right of the Waters-Ptetee Oil con», 
pony, the then local name of the Stand­ 
ard OB company of tbe soutbweot to 
fio business in Texan, and t bar decision 
was affirmed by tire United States su­ 
preme court. 
Tbe Texso agents of the 
company were arrested, and they ap­

are most powerful In tbe newly discov­ 
ered Texas oilfields. 
In Illinois s great victory (?) wan 
won for tbe people In tbe decree abol­ 
ishing tbe whisky trust. 
A new com­ 
pany was immediately formed to take 
Its place, and. I txdlere, by tbe very 
men who brought about tbe proceed­ 
ings which resulted In Its dissolution, 
nnd tbe present whisky trust Is a much 
more powerful Institution than the old 
one was. 
Quite 
recently 
corporate 
Interests 
Were driven into n cold .perspiration by 
tbe sensational opinion of tbe supreme 
¿ourt of Illinois against tbe glucose 
trust, a corporation, because of tbe fear 
tbat no combi nation, under whatever 
form, could thereafter do business In 
tbat «tate, and yet even tbe glucose 
trust seem* to be running «long ns well 
an ever, and every other frost In A mer­ 
les ts doing business, In Illinois wfthont 
n particle of real friction. 
The supreme court of tbe United 
States ’’unsettled the market” for n 
few days by deciding In tbe Transmit- 
sour! Freight association csss that an 
agreement between Interstate railroads 
for making rates contravened the fed­ 
eral law known as tbe Sherman act, 
ami yet such agreement* are In effect 
today to a greater extent than ever 
before. 
These cases are only samples. Tbe 
highest 'Courts, of nearly every state fn 
tbe Union have rendered opinions 
against trusts and combi tuitions fn lan­ 
guage that waa eloquent of tba wrongs 
of tbe people, and la almost every In­ 
stance tbe derision was adverse to tbe 
cotnldnation. Tbe federal courts bave 
shown them no friendliness. Tbe su­ 
preme court at Washington has been 
unsparing of them. But whether tbe 
case was In the state or federal court, 
there baa alw ays been tbe same net 
result-nothing. 
In every lortsnco tbe rest result at­ 
tained In the end (not the nominal re­ 
sult, but the tangible result) has been 
very much like tbe “finding” of tbe In ­ 
diana Ju*iIce of tbe peace in fsvor of 
a widow who sued a hank. After the 
Justice bad wiped aw ay the tears In­ 
spired by the powerful sppesi of the 
widow’s lawyer, be said, “Tbe Judg­ 
ment must be for tbe bsnk. but tbe 
record of the court w ill show tbat the 
plaintiff has tba sympathy of tbe 
court.” In tbe cases of trusts and cor­ 
porations controlling combinations tba 
courts bsva alw ays shown tbelr “ sym­ 
pathy for tbe people” by rendering de­ 
crees against tbe trusts and combina­ 
tions, but these decrees have uniform ly 
turnad out to be Impossible of genuine 
enforcement 
Therefore. If experience I» io be our 
guide. It would seem tbat tbe objects 
sought to be sccompilabad by 
tbe 
Northern Securities company w ill lie 
attained-In one form or another.
